Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file that depicts a young teenage girl (approximately 11-14 years old) posed and 
photographed in a way that means the focus of the image is on her genital area. The girl is wearing 
very short shorts and her underwear is clearly visible. The publication is classified objectionable 
because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual 
purposes. The purpose of the image is to display the girl’s genital area. The only likely purpose is 
sexual titillation or arousal, as there is no alternative explanation for this focus. The publication has 
been supplied for classification because it has been found as part of a series of "'modelling' style 
images where the girls are photographed in various states of undress and images where there is a 
focus on the genitals or partially exposed breasts of the girls" on a cloud storage facility. In computer 
file format such images are capable of wide distribution or trading among like-minded individuals. 
The continued availability of this publication encourages the creation or reinforcement of a sexual 
interest in underage girls and contributes to their sexual exploitation. There is a public interest in 
preventing the further distribution of this photo, particularly because of the likely harm this presents 
to the subject of the photo who is easily identifiable and (may) have been exploited in the making of 
the publication. The classification reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its 
young and vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
